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A CONVINCING EXAMPLE,

There s a volume of instruetion on the
roelative cffect of publie ownership of pub.
Iie viterprises ina fact stated the other
day in the Philadelphia Times. Philadel-
phii is well known to be one of the Tew
vitics in the country which owns and
opeiatos its own gas works. These works
showed o profit of 8500,000 in the last re.
port; bt the Thmes states that there was
an actun! doss of 8200000 on the manu-
fariure of gnshy the vty works, while a
profit of 1000000 was made by buying
o= from contvinctorsat 37 cantsand selling
it to the pabiie for 81 50,

This s a practical illustration of the
working of two distinet systems.  The
sehionl of State socinlists hold that the
business 15 exceptionally one for
vwnerslip by o municipality, for the
alleged reason that it is @ natural monop.

faet that all the incentives fo economic
wark are absent makes it emphstically the
most wasteful method of doing any work.

Bat, say the objectors, the proplo do not
get any advantage from the cheaper work
of the gas companies. This s true on ac-
count of the monopoly usually lodged in
the handsof the gas companies, and which
the State socialists erroneonsly call a nat-
ural or necessary monopoly. But the
faets cited, show that the idea of the
monopoly heing a neeessary part of the
gas business is wholly due to a stupid pre-
conception. The Philadelphia cxample
shows that there i nothing to prevent an-
other person or corporation than the one
owning the pipes from manufacturing gas
amd turning it into the mains. In Phila-
delphia the city took advantage of this
possibility by poeketing the difference he-
fween 57 eonts and §1 50 8 thousand.  Buat
it all outside manutacturers had the prive
ilege of turning iheir gas into the mains
and supplying consumers through them
with o fixed charge for pipesge is there
any donbt that the consumers wonld have
been relieved from a tax on their light
amounting to a mitlion dollars,

This is but one illustration of the hum-
bug there is in the tulk about natural
manopolies,  There are few forms of effort
in which competition eannot have full and
beneficial plav—provided the governing

| powers have the public interest enoaglh at

heart to aim at that end.

MORE PPOINTS ON SILVER.

Another of our contributors on the free
silver question, whose communication is
found in our Mail Pouch column, after ad-
ministering a mixtare of praise and blame
to Tne Dispaven, refers to its nsseption
that silver was demonetized in 1873 beeause
no one wanted silver dollars enined, and
asks: “How did yon find that ont?”

If our interloeutor had pansed to con-
sider the subject o few minutes he wounld
not have nsked such a question.  Silver
eoinage was free prior to 1873, Any one
wishing to have silver eoined eonlid take
bullion to the mint and get it done. No
one did so for years prior to 1873: which
furnishes the best possib’e proof that no
one wantisd silyver dollars coined at that
time.  As to the further inquiry why the
bill was snaked throngh without debate,
it & a safficlent  reply that it
was not.  The Caongreasional Recard will
show that the bill was debated, and one of
the peeuline fentures of the debate, which
Ias already been quoted In the recent dis-
enssion, is the fact that some of the emi-
nent gentlomen who are now rabid free
silver men are on record as favoring the
bill in that debate.  As to the alleged quo-
tation from the Banker's Magazine, it will
be time enough when the guotation is veri-
fied to inguire on what ground that jour-
na! made such o remarkable assertion.

Our free silver friends shonld not sup-
pose that Tnx Diseraten regards the de-
monetization act of 1873 as wise poliey in
the Hight of subsequent events, Nor is it
opposed 1o the rehabilitation of silver ona
proper pla. 1t has made its ground clear
on those points.  Not,as our eritic alleges,
by a=ssertion, but by full disenssion it has
shown that any attempt to restore the old
ratio of 16 to 1, without the concurrent
action of the governments of the world,
wonld put our enrrency on the mono-
metallic silver basis, while if that conenr-
rent action eannot be secured, the only
way to restore sijver, without cutting down
the standard of values, is to establish a
silver dollar whose bullion value is equal
to that of the Gold doliar.

A CONSTITUTIONAL DODGE,

The Constitutional question with refer-
ence o the call of the Senate by the Gov-
ernor i8 raised by the Philadelphia In-
guirer. As that journal has been especially
prominent as the organ of the politicians
against whom the Governor's attack ia
supposed to be directed, the resort to this
exception is significant. Tt suggests that
thi course may  be to evade the investign-
tiom on the ground that it is not properly
hegun. On the hypothesis that the cherges
vannot be suceessfully defended, this may
be the best that ean be done; but itis at
the best, weak botl: in policy and Consti-
tutional eonstruction.

The Tuguirer quotes section 4 of article
VI, under which the Governor is acting,
that “al! officers elected by the people, ex-
ecept  Governor, Lientenant  Governor,
members of the General Assembly and
Judges of the vourts of record learned in
the lnw, shall be removed by the Governor
for reasonnbile canse, after duoe notice and
full hearing, on the address of two-thirds
of the Senate.” It says, “very well, this
is impeachment,”  amd it  points
out that section 1 of the same article pro-
vides that the sole power of Impeachment
rests in the Honse of Representatives. In
the light of that seetion it might appear to
an impartinl observer that as in section 4 a
method of removal without the action of
the Homse is provided, it is something else
than impeachment,

But the Jnguirer is wholly averse tothat
reniling, and takes the view that this see-
tion: provides for removal after impeach-
ment and trinl. Conseqoently it main-
tains the Governor has wot provided for
the constitutional action necessary in the
ense. That this is but grasping at a logical
straw appears from the fact that if the Ju-
quirer's construction. were correet thera
would be no method provided for removing
the Governor, Livutenant Governor, mem-
bers of the General Assembly, or Judges
learmed in the low after they were im-
peacheid.

Of conrse this claim is a mere doubling
of the quarry.  Article VI teems with in-
ternal evidences that it provides for two
things: First, impeachment by the House
and trinl by the Senate for misdemeanors
inoffice or infamous erime; and in ease
the Senate sustaing the impeachment its
vote carries the sentence of removal; see-
ond, removal by the Governor of elective
officers, which can be done by the Gover-
nor on wldress of the Senate for reason-
able cinse, Notonly are the eauses dif-
ferent and the methods of procedurs dis-
tinet, but thers is o distinetion as to the
officizls subject to them. From the power
of removal provided in this section cer-
tain officers ave exempt and ean be reached
only by impeschment.

This is the evident reading of the article
referred to as set forth in its head Hline,
“Impeachment aud removal from offiee.”
To try to evade the investigation on such
a shallow misreading of the Constitution
as the Philndelphin Tuguirer sets up,
would indicate a condition of desperation.

A TOO-CONVINCING STATEMENT,

It i= interesting fo learn from the com-
ments of the New York papers that the
stutement which the Missonri  Pacifie
directors issued the other day  proves that
Mr. Jday Gould was correct in stating that
the earnings of the road did not warfant
the payvment of the recently passed divi-
dend; but it proves a great deal more.
The result is that Mr. Gould is vindicated
altogether oo much.

The statement shows that for the nine
maonths of its fiseal year up to dste the
company fell shori of earning encugh to
pay its interest and fixed charges. Dur.
ing the same time two quarterly dividends
to the mmount of nearly a million dollars
have been puid. In other words, the
failure to fully earn o dividend, which
Mr. Gould in a suilden access of virtue de-

oy

clared to be a good reason why dividends
should not be paid, took effect long ago,
and should have suspended dividends at
the beginning of the year.

Of course no one need assert that the
other dividends were paid when Mr
Gonld had stocks to sell at high prices,
and that this one is passed becanse ha has
sold out and is now ready to buy at low
figures. Such an intimation of the stock
methods of corporate manipulation wonid
be superfluous, s is also the idea that

“when Mr. Gonld has got all the stock ha

wants a much more enticing statement
may be forthcoming.

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The Scarcity of Coal Tar Now a Noticeable
Feature — Rural Visitors Haiyve Some
Trouble Abont Prices—The Need of a
Really Big Hotel,

—Anyone who has handled tar in the
last year has noticed o remarkable variation
in price,ns woll as nsearcity of the com-
modity at thmes. A yenr or songo a number
of biz “houses in the tar trade, controlling
the produet of conl tar in New York, Phila-
delphin, Boston, Chieago, Baltimope, Pitts-
burg and other large cities formeda com-
bination or trust—of couvse, with n view 20
clevating prices. Forn time they snececded
and prices might hiave been kept up for sn
indefinite time, ifa New York firm, doingn
vory lnrge business; had not taken advan-
tage of the fact that tho MeKinley Inw
which pnt tar wupon the freo list,
and irl:poru‘d enonzh coal tar and piten
from England to break the combination’s
market toilmders. The Eogli<h coal tar is
said 1o have been inferiorin quality, bnt it
served to help the eonsumer to eseape from
the clutehies of the combinition, To ot ns
n resulpof the wholesale fmportations the
priees of the manufactures, into which tar
enters Inrgely, such ns roofing paper, which
is the mostimportant, were formany months
&0 low that profits wore tetually wined out.
For instanee voofing paper sold for 55 off
list price—a ruinons reduction, Of conyse
the astute memboers of the combination
were mot slow to find  our thot
they  were whippea, and they have
been laboring tor some tine to bring abont
 larger combination, one that shall ineluide
every Ameriean lhonse of importunce. It
Tooks now asif suech a combination would be
completed and in operation by Junuary 1,
1552, nndl in the meanwhile prices ure slowly
recovering,

Why Conl-Tur Is Searven.

—Talking of another phase of tar manu-
facturing, a local dealer in tar produets said
vesterday: “Tho fatnre of tar is threatened
by the stondy fulling oiT in the production
atthe gas-houses. The manufacture of gns
it mothing like s0 great as it was
ten  years ago in this CONnEry.
The introdunction of electricity s
an  illuminating ngent hns cut down
the fleld for gas steadily and at a great mte
For instance, the gas companies in Phila-
delphin are not making half’ as mnch tar
t ¥y ns= they were flve years ago, 1t is the
same overywhete, and of course the produoo-
tion of conl tar keeps pace with that of
Then the chemlenl manufseturersare taking
more and more conl tar overy year for tho
extmetion of aniline dyes, ete.; the roofing
paper mannfacturers find the demand for
their produets increasing rapidly, and all
thie while the sapply of eoal tar i decrens-
ing. The result must be that conl rar will
become a much more costly article than it
}tol;tlf_. and It is Just as well to be prepared
oarit.

Comparatively little coal tar 18 now nsed
for making sidewalks and street pavements,
and it is principadly in the suburbs that the
practice still obtains, In Sewickley this
stimmer the seareity of conl-tar has causod o
great deal of inconvenience, forn large por-
tion of the sldewalks of that borough are
Inid with this materinl. Asnan indication of
how the demand for tarin that neighbor-
hood has exceeded the sapply it may be
stared that the produet of the smnil gns
works nt Dixmont is sold for three months
in ndvance,

Mexico i3 republie built upon the same
prineiples upon which your own ureag re-
publie is foupded. There are 27 States and
twe Territories, and 1 can truthinily say
tliat Poeblo is one of the most prosperous of
our States, Wit us, however, n depression
i= quicker felt than in many other States. 5o
if there was any troth in the dispntehes
which are periodieally sent ont from San
Francisco we would certainly know it
These dispitehies to which I refer state that
the crops have failed with vs, that our eredit
s low and that there is n strong feoling
ugninst Presigent Dinz beeanse of his mar
ringe to an American Protestant. Never be-
fore sinee 1577 has Mexico beon so bounti-
mily hlessed with good crops us this yvear,
Fourteen yeutrs ago our Government counld
not borrow a dollar in any European money
murkot, Sinee then our stoeks have been
constuntly rising, and to-dny they are gilt-
edzed in any market,

“Ten years apo there was nota mile of rail-
road in Mexico. Now we stand next in the
two Ameriens to the United States fn miles
ol railroind in operation. As to the feeling
ngainst Prosident Diax, thnt §s the merest
noasense, The President recently married
the davgzhiter of Senor Romers Rubio, Min-
fster of the Interior, The Indy isa devont
Catholic and is very popular with the
mpsses, Lnst Tuesduy.
